Bock will be deputized, council 


members explained last night, and 
in cooperation with the police de- 
partment, will be ordered to ban 
the dumping of all bulk materials 
in the west end 
area, such as 


trees, car bodies, ets., as well as 
garbage. Bulk materials should be 
dumped in the city dump north of 
the city on. route 26, the council 
decided. 


West end residents have been 


complaining that in addition to the 
fact that the drainage pipe empty- 
ing from the Ives pit dump was 
being clogged, many persons were 
dumping garbage in the area, in 
violation of existing regulations. 
Council members indicated 
last 


night that such action will bring 
swift prosecution in the future.

2. Passed an ordinance govern-

Meter Low Provisions 


The meters will be in operation

cepted. Metsr rates will be a pen- 
'ny for 12 minutes or nickel for an 
Ihour, with a two-hour limit on 
parking.

loading or unloading goods, when 
held to the minimum in time, will 
not be considered as parking, but 
that truckers thus engaged must 
first get permission from the po- 
lice department.

Help for Iran May 


Bring Red Protest 


Lake Success, June 21.—CAP) — 


American financial aid to Iran to 
block communist expansion at the 
very borders of the Soviet Union 
raised speculation here today that 
Russia might reopen the Russian- 
Iranian case in the United Nations 
Security Council. 


Some U. N. delegates suggested 


that Russia would use the security 
council to protest a S25,000,000 
American surplus property credit 
to Iran, granted for the samp pur- 
pose as the aid to Greece and Tur- 
key—to block communist expan- 
sion. 


This view was based on a prece- 


dent set by Russiia several weeks 
ago. At that time Soviet Deputy 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gro- 
myko requested and was granted a 
special meeting of 
the 
security 


council on the pending Greek case. 
He used the session to attack the 
S400.000.000 American air' program 
to Greece and Turkey. 


Delegates pointed out that Rus- 


sia could take a similar step re- 
garding expansion of the "Truman 
Doctrine" to include Iran. 


Although the Russians withdrew 


their troops from Iran's Azerbaijan 
province after an Iranian protest 
to the security council, the Rus- 
sian-Iranian case was kept on the 
council's reserved agenda subject 
to reopening at any time.

But the con- 
gressmen are still asking ques- 
tions. 


The latest is Rep. W. Sterling 


Cole, who has polled more than 
200 Navy officers. 
Perhaps 
he 


hasn't uncovered any fundament- 
ally new arguments against unifi- 
cation in his questionnaire. 
But 


he must be given credit- for turn- 
ing up a prophecy of doom that 
tops any Navy forebodings pub- 
lished to date. 


This was hi a reply from a Capt. 


Walter Karig, USNR- Captain Ka- 
rig, who is also identified as a 
novelist, naval historian and lorm- 
"er newspaperman, thinks that the 
proposed bill not only is a threat 
to the national defense, but also 
to our republican form of govern- 
ment. 


He says that the result of giv- 


ing -"extravagant" powers to the 
proposed Secretary 
of National 


Defense would be "the domination 
of the composite department by 
the professional military, in vio- 
lation of the spirit of the Consti- 
tution." 


Why? The proposed new Cabi- 


net post would be headed by as- 
sistant secretaries at the head 
of the Army, Navy and Air Force 
departments would be civilians. 
How is this any more of a threat 
of militarism than the present set- 
up? 


Captain Karig thinks the pro- 


posed unification would create a 
self - perpetuating 
bureaucracy 


outside the reach of Congress. 
How? The National Defense Sec- 
retary would have to be approved 
by Congress. Congress would con- 
trol the new department's funds, 
So how would this department be 
more of a self - perpetuating bu- 
reaucracy than any of the exist- 
ing departments?

Louis L. Horch, a protege of 


Wallace and his appointee to sev- 
eral government positions, in the 
departments of agriculture 
and 


commerce says he was too sen- 
sible ever to subscribe to such 
nonsense. 


Nevertheless, in one letter writ- 


ten from Paris on Dec. 8, 1936, 
Horch spoke of Roerich as "our be- 
loved master". Another, also, ap- 
parently from a foreign city, ad- 
dressed to "rn.y dear ones" in the 
cult, says: "If you would see here 
low people are, not only financial- 
y but spiritually, you would see 
now badly a new teacher is need- 
ed. And to • think that we have 
;his great privilege given us to 
help prepare the 
way. I some- 


times think I will lose my mind, 
so much joy it gives me. And 
what wonderful 
and important 


work you will have to do, first in 
American and then in Russia". 


"Your water works looks good", 


a reference to the stock of Amer- 
ican waterworks, which was an

1927.

Illinois Corn Now 


75 Per Cent Safe, 


Farmers Believe 


The Illinois Agricultural asso- 


ciation has reported th"at about 
85 per cent -->f the Illinois corn 
crop is now in the ground and 
that about 75 per cent of the 
planted grain "is safe if there is 
no frost before early October." 


The association yesterday made 


known results of a survey of 
grain conditons conducted by its 
board of directors. 
The growing 


season is now averaging about 20 
days late throughout the state. 


The directors said that produc- 


tion of oats "will be far below 
normal," estimates ranging from 
10 per cent of normal in the 
eastern side of southern Illinois 
to 60-90 per cent in 
western 


Illinois near the center of the 
state. 


They said that "about- SO per 


cent of .the state's soybeans are 
in the ground, and although they 
are not thriving very well in the 
soggy soil, much of the uhplanted 
corn land will be 
planted 
to 


beans, thereby assuring at least 
a normal soybean crop." 


Outlook for wheat, principally 


a southern Illinois crop, was re- 
ported as good although the crop 
is now two weeks later. 
Heavy 


rains and cool weather have re- 
sulted in excellent pasture and 
plentiful hay crops. 


The directors of the association 


are operating' farmers who repre- 
sent*~the rural areas about Chi- 
cago and 14 ^downstate congres- 
sional districts.
